Ad Ordinance. 



An ordinance directing the submis- 
sion to the qualified voters of the 
city of Mt. Sterling, Ky., of a prop- 
osition of said city's incurring an 
indebtedness of Seventy-five Thou- 
sand Dollars for the purpose of 
building and operating a system of 
water works in said city. 

Be it Ordained by the Mayor and 
Board of Council of Mt. Ster- 
ling, Ky.: 

That there be submitted to the 
qualified voters of said city the prop- 
osition whether or not said city shall 
incur an indebtedness of Seventy-flve 
Thousand Dollars for the purpose of 
said city's building and operating a 
system of water works for the use of 
said city and its citizens, for the pur- 
pose of furnishing water to said city 
for extinguishing fires, sprinkling 
streets and other public purposes. 
Said indebtedness of Seventy-five 
Thousand Dollars to consist of bonds 
of said city, payable twenty years 
from the date of said issue, with in- 
terest at the rate of five percentum 
per annum, payable annually. 

To pay said indebtedness it will be 
required to raise annually by tax- 
ation, for 20 years, the sum of Sixty- 
two Hucdred Dollars, to pay the in- 
terest on said sum and provide a 
sinking fund that will be sufficient to 
extinguish said debt at maturity. 

The qualified voters of said city 
will take notice that an election will 
be held at the regular voting places in 
said city on Tuesday, November 8, 
1898, during regular election hot 
to determine whether the above in- 
debtedness for the purposes aforesaid 
shall be incurred. 

This ordinance shall take effect 
from and after its passage aud publi- 
cation as required by law.

Effects of Drinking Tea. 

"Moderation is the best temperance 
temperance is the best diet, and diot is 
the best doctor," says an old New 
York physician, "and some authorities 
iasisi that tea is a moH potent de- 
stroyer of the digestive organs, while 
others iusUt that it is comparatively 
harmless if taken in moderation, and 
that it is only in exceptional cases that 
it has this injurious ellect. But the 
majority of physicians and scientists 
aro unanimous in conceding that the 
actiou of teal if used habitually in 
largo quantities, is more or less inju- 
rious, to the nervous system, for tht 
thein, which Is the organic basis of 
tea, is a potent nervine and mauy can 
not use it without injury to them- 
selves. Numbers of people are dys- 
peptic ami nervous from the continued 
uce of tea." 

Dr. Edward Smith, of Indiana 
says: "Iu reference to nutrition, tea 
increases wa*te, since it promotes the 
transformatii.u of food, without sup- 
plying nutriment, aud increases the 
loss of heat without supplying food,' 
ifnre, he thinks, tea should only 
ikon after a full meal. There is no 
ibt that the action of tea is stimu- 
lating iu its effect. It increases the 
action of the heart and the arteries, 
and furnishes a transient increase ot 
vital energy ; but it is not nutritive, 
and the very fact that among the 
poorer classes the addition of a cup of 
tea to an otherwise meager diet, 
makes it p&lfttable is misleading, for 
while it allows one to live on less food 
for a time, the result, sooner or later, 
must be injurious." 



Sixteen to One or Rust. 

The immense Increase in the pro- 
ductive power of machinery would be 
accompanied by a corresponding in. 
crease in tho comfort of the people, 
but for two things: 

(1) Combinations to shut down fac- 
tories and control supply. 

(2) Combinations to restrict the 
supply of money. 

If the supply of money increased as 
does the productive capacity of ma- 
chinery, prices would advance in spite 
of the great increase in production. 
There could be no such thing as 
"overproduction" as long as want ex- 
ists in the world. — ~— 

But with gold cornered and held 
out of circulation ; with silver demon- 
etized, and trusts controlling our fac- 
tories, we will go from one period of 
depression to another. 

Free coinage is an absolute necessi- 
ty to business. Sixteen to One or 
Bust Is a condition and not a theory.

Mi Hen and the owner* of grain ele- 
vators look upon the bisulphide of car- 
bon as one of their moat useful agents. 

When a mill, an elevator or a granary 
becomes infested with weevil, bisul- 
phide of carbon is the cheapest and 
most effootive thing to exterminate tho 
pest So deadly la the gas, howover, 
and so rapidly does it act that the ut- 
most care must be taken iu applying 
the bisulphide. It is usually sprinkled 
over the grain from watering pots. Tho 
liquid is rapidly converted into a gas, 
and the latter sinks through the grain, 
carrying death to the weevil and even 
to tho nnhatehed eggs. 

So long as the persons-applying tho 
liquid stand above the point of applica- 
tion they are pretty safe from the 
fumos, but occasionally the workmi 
breathe a little of the gas and have 
be removed at once to the open air, 
the heart is qnickly paralyzed by the 
action of the bisulphide. It is usual to 
treat tho lower floors of a granary first 
so that thoso employed In the work may 
keep constantly above the gas. Any 
animal, as a oat or a dog, shut up in an 
apartment where the bisulphide is do- 
ing its work is found dead when the 
place is opened.— Chicago Inter-Ocean.

The Power of Modern Sheila. 

A 12 inch rifle is 88 feet /ong, with 
4 foot extoraal diamctor at the breech, 
and weighs 48 tons. Its 850 pound shn'u, 
driven by a 430 pound charge of brown 
prismatic powder, leaves the muzzle 
with a velocity exceeding 1.400 miles 
per hour and would reach a target at its 
effective range of 5^ miles iu 24 sec- 
onds, while it would take the report of 
its discharge 27 seconds to traverse the 
same distance.

The final ofiensive resources of the ci 
del are the four torpedo tubes, each p 
pared to launch automatio and dirigible 
destroyers containing 150 pounds of 
gun cotton.— Chautanquan.

Frankfort, Ky, Sept. 24, 1898. 
Ladiea and Gentlemen i 
While we have not been a. le to see 
recent ruling of one of the Tudge* 
of tbe Court of Appeal* In an inji 
tion proceeding which Incidentally in- 
volved the election of school trustees 
on the first Saturday in next month, 
we understand that it la to the effect, 
presumably benauae the people were 
deprived by tbe new law of electing 
s officer* at the time heretofore 
fixed by the statute, that each district 
i* entitled to elect two trustee* at the 
coming election. 
In that case, the one elected for the 
irrent term, whisfc began July 1st of 
this year and which wiU end June 30, 
1901, may qualify at once in lieu of 
the trustee who now occupies that po- 
sition, whether by holding over or by 
virtue of appointment, while the other 
must qualify on or before the first day

It is 
probable that iu tho absence of medical 
nid in panic times in country plaoes 
abroad it has led to living burial — in- 
deed it must havo done. But tho last

"In ages gone by and in uncivilized 
countries still it is possible that uncon- 
bciouscataleptics, or persons drugged to 
nppareut death, uany have been and 
perhaps still are occasionally buried 
alive, but 1 do net belii ve that in our 
own country or in any civilized land 
such events are possible.

Every engineer knows what manilla 
hemp is, but few are aware that it is 
the product of a species of banana 
whioh Is cultivated iu certain localities 
in the Philippine island* The plant, 
called by the natives "abaca, " throws 
up a cluster of sheating leaf stalks to a 
height of 80 or 80 feet, which spread 

it is out down and the stalks aro tcSn 
into strips. These strips, while still 
fresh, are drawn between a knife and a 
wooden block, and tho soft oollulose 
matter is removed The fiber Is then 
hung up to dry iu the open air until k 
is fit for use. Each stalk gives about a 
pound of fiber, and two uatives will 
turn ont about 25 pounds a day.

While the blue crab is not commonly 
thought of as a swimmer and does in 
fact spend the greater part of its time 
on the bottom, yet it can very easily 
sustain Itself in the water and swim at 
of^speed. It swims end- 
wise, and when swimming it carries 
big olaw thrown forward and bent 
t at tho middle joint, making a 
point projecting at that end of the 
body, while the other big claw trails 
straight out astern. If it changes direc- 
tion, it crooks the claw It had been car- 
rying straight and lets the other go 
free. If it sustains itself in the water 
without progressing, it carries Its big 
claws in front of Itself as it would nat- 
urally do under ordinary circumstances 
on the bottom, but it has to keep its 
little claws iu motion to sustain itself, 
and In swimming the little claws are 
kept actively at work. Besides making 
a good degree of progress through the 
water in swimming the blue crab can

fEADLY SEA SNAf!^ 

VILE REPTILES THAT INFEST THE WA- 
T*$R8 OF THE PHILIPPINES. 



Not only do various reptiles and other 

queer creatures abound iu the 
and iwamps of the Philippines, but tho 
surrounding water of these interesting 
islands team with veritable sea serpen tB. 
Theso strange oroatures, which pas* ; 
their entire existence In the water, pos- 

deadly fangs. They are a great , ' 
ice to the fishermen, who are con- 
ly exposed to their attacks, 
ohnically speaking, science has 
ad the group the Hydrophlduj. 
They differ from the terrestrial snakes 
only In the possession of a flat, paddle- 
like tail. These reptilos inhabit tho 
tropical seas of the old world and occa- 
sionally attain a length of 8 feet. Dr. 
Budolph Weber, professor of drawing 
in Princeton univorsitf/. observed large 
i of theso creatures while on a 
bound for Sumatra. Dr. Weber 
..... in charge of a scientific expedition 
and naturally took special notice of * , 
them. He says that when the vessel was 
some 60 miles off tho coast myriads of 
sea snakes could be seen swimming 
about as far as the eye could reach. 
They kept upon the eurlaoe, and sevoral 
distinot species were recognized among 
them. 

During calm weather these reptiles 
may be seen sunning themselves upon 
the surface of the sea, remaining mo- 
tionless except for a slight undulation 
caused by the movement of the water. 
When alarmed, the agile reptiles dive 
like arrows, leaving a train of bubblea / V< 
beh ind them. Some species are extreme- • 
ly brilliant in coloration, being bright 
yellow, banded with black, while others 
are tinted with delicate shades of green. 

The food of sea snakes consists entire- 
ly of fishes. Frequently fishes 
with long sharp spines fall vio 
their appetites. Among these are the 
apogous and siluroids, whioh are fur- 
nished With spines throe and five inches 
long. Bnt these do not embarrass the 
voracious reptile in the least. The vic- 
tim 1b first killed by the snake's poison, 
after whioh it is swallowed head first 
The spines, naturally pointing toward 
the tail of the victim, and being relaxed 
in death, are compressed against the 
body of the fish as deglutition proceeds.

dragnet and had cornered a number 
of medium sized fish. As the net was 
being brought in, two large sea snakes 
suddenly made their appearance inside. 
They showed no signs of uneasiness at 
capture, but were hurriedly gobbling 
down the cornered fishes. Nor did they 
ceaso operations unt" the last fish h^><* | 
disappeared, when the formidable creaT 
tores made their escape. 

Being air breathers, tho sea snakes 
lead a similar existence to the whale 
Scientists havo expressed much interest 
as to how long they can remain under 
water.

their great shyness accidents are very 
rare. When cornered, they snap upon a 
victim. As the eyes are adapted only 
for use in the water they strike blindly 
when brought into the air, although 
living for days when removed from 
their native element 

Many specimens hauled up in fisher- 
men's nets have been sent to zoologioal 
gardens. The London gardens even 
went so far as to build a special tank 
for their accommodation. But these 
captured spocimns either die en route 
or a short time after being placed in 
captivity. Seeking a dark corner of 
their tank, thoy refuse all food and ul- 
timately starve to death. Around the 
numerous volcanic islands of the Malay- 
an archipelago theso reptiles are par- 
ticularly numerous. Frequent eruptions 
occur among . these islands, whioh aro 
hardly moro than tho body of the vol-*- 

Duriug the time of an eruption tha 
few people residing near by take to t 
water in their boats to escape the ra 
of ashes and mud. 

It is generally a case of jumpi 
from the frying pan into tho fire, vr 
ever. At such times the sea beoi 
uncomfortably warm from its i 
proximity to tho burning rnoun 
and the sea snakes swim wildly a 
for esoapa They endeavor < 
over the gunwales of the i 
boats, while they twine their 1 
great masses about the forward 

When about to lay their eggs, these 
serpents approach the shore. The eggs 
are laid above high water mark and 
left to hatch by the heat of the sun. 
Many creatures prey npon the young 



sharks and other large ashes, while the 
adults, in spite of their death dealing 
fangs, full victims' to sea eagles and 
large gulls. After the great typhoo 
which are common in the Philipm 
and their vicinity, many of these 
tores may be found along the b 
where they have been oast up d 
the storm and killed by the ra- 
iding of (he waves.— New
